School-Community Partnerships 

Question: How can schools effectively utilize community partners? 


Summary of Findings: 

While fiscal resources continue to dwindle, the mandates of NCLB 
have placed restraints on those who can be hired and schools are expected to 
continue to do more to meet the intellectual, social and emotional needs of 
students, what can be done to realistically help meet the increasing 
demands? Developing and maintaining partnerships with a variety of 
stakeholders, may be a way to accomplish this. 

There is more to this than the adopt a school model or the school 
needs money and/or materials, so what can a partner do to provide them? 
According to Sammon and Becton (2001) 90% of partnerships fail in a year 
because of these approaches. Currently, successful programs are taking the 
time to grow and nurture their partnerships. In fact, according to the latest 
research, funding should not be part of the equation when soliciting 
partnerships. These relationships should be about providing opportunities for 
student growth. 

Establishing and developing partnerships 

• Develop a vision, then determine goals. 

• Identify knowledge, skills and abilities needed to accomplish the goals. 

• Assess the current situation and what will be needed in terms of resources 
(i.e. people, materials and financial). 

• Establish a core group of people with whom to work to determine a 
timeline as well as how the goals will be implemented, assessed and 
changed as appropriate. It should include a point person, most likely a 
school administrator, teachers, students, parents, professors from local 
colleges and universities, and members from the community that 
comprise representatives from business, youth groups and support 
agencies. One school has its Student Council work with the faculty and 
community leaders to promote “unity and school spirit” (Leckie, p. 35).

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• Develop clear and measurable outcomes and define what successful ones 
would look like. 

• Approach potential partners with the vision and goals. Identify a person 
who has an “in,” which often works well to initially get the door opened. 
Keep track of contacts through the use of a database. Work together to 
develop mutually beneficial goals. One school used data from 
partnerships to put together a scrapbook to show to current and future 
partners (Getz). 

• Sustain the partnership and keep lines of communication open. Provide 
ample opportunities for the partners and the school community to learn 
about, appreciate and understand each other. One school painted murals 
based on concepts learned from the partners (Getz). 

• Communicate regularly with the community to let them know the school 
values them. 

• Work together to designate time for the partners and teachers to work 
together as well as provide and receive training as appropriate. 

Some ways to utilize partners 

• Mentoring 

• Providing internships 

• Helping to develop curriculum and/or teach courses 

• Supplying job shadowing opportunities 

• Being a guest speaker 

• Offering services outside of the school day such as counseling, 
coaching, tutoring, etc. 

• Awarding scholarships 

• Researching trends 

• Applying for grants 

• Developing and interpreting survey data 

• Providing additional resources as appropriate
